Monument is a 6"X10" limestone found flush, a carsonite post is located 1.5' north of the monument, 
located on a southern facing slope, +/- 150' north of a mature Pine stand, 40' north of an east-west 
running drainage, 100' south of Tower Ridge Road, +/- 200' southeast of Blackwell Horse Camp, 8&0’ 
southwest of a 48" culvert, there's red paint on the stone. 


_PERPETUATION RECORD: 
The record monument was found undisturbed and maintained by remarking two existing bearing trees 
and establishing one new bearing tree. Two existing bearing trees were recovered from a Certified Land 
Corner Restoration by Ken Anderson, dated 4/2/1982. 


One new bearing tree was marked with a blaze, scribed B.T., bearing tree sign and mag nail.
